Absentee voting for the General 
Election to be held on Tuesday. 
November ft, got underway here 
and throughout the State Wed­ 
nesday and will continue until 
three days before the election. 
Very 
little 
interest 
Is 
being 
m anifest in the election so far. 
The election calls for voting on 
County and State officers as well 
as President and Vice President 
Electors and four amendments to 
the State constitution. 
County Democratic Chairman 
Bob Lane said he might hold a 
Democratic rally some time prior 
to the election in order to get out 
a big Roosevelt vote and to help 
raise funds for the National cam­ 
paign. 
Several Wllikie supporters in­ 
cluding a number of Democrats 
are wearing Wllikie buttons, and 
George Black former postmaster 
here during the Hoover adminis­ 
tration, says th at an effort will 
be made in Comanche County to 
get out as big a Wllikie vote as 
possible. 
The Democrats have no opposi­ 
tion for Precinct and County of­ 
fices and the Republicans are 
making very little effort to elect 
a State ticket. Ray Ridenhower 
of Junction, Republican nominee 
for Congress from th at district, is 
making an active campaign ac­ 
cording to The Llano News. 
The four proposed constitution­ 
al amendments are: 
1. Providing that the Commis­ 
sioners' Court of Red River County 
upon a vote of the qualified vot­ 
ers of th at county may levy a tax 
and issue bonds to refund the 
outstanding w arrant indebtedness 
of the general revenue fund of 
th at county. 
2. That notary publics be ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of State 
instead of by the Legislature. 
3. T hat the term of appointive 
officers of municipalities under 
civil service shall not be subject 
to the two year term provision. 
4. A uthorising the Legislature 
to provide for appeals direct to 
the Supreme Court in Instances 
involving the constitutionality of 
certain laws and orders.

Wrecking Yards 
Prohibited Here 
h Certain Areas 


The City Council at its regular 
meeting Monday night passed an 
ordinance making it unlawful to 
open or operate a wrecking house 
within 
the 
City

Comanche 
within 200 yards of any business 
house, residence, church or school. 
Those wrecking shops already 
located here have until January 
1 to quit businers or to comply 
with the law. A penalty up to 
$100 fine per day is provided for 
the violation of the ordinance. 
A wrecking house is defined to 
be any place outside of a house 
where machines, or vehicles are 
collected, accumulated, 
wrecked, 
or dismembered or taken apart, 
and the nieces and Junk thereof 
are permitted to remain exposed 
to the public view.
